QUALITY ORANGES INSPITE OF FREEZE 


PORTERVILLE — The age-old nemesis of the citrus industry - 
cold weather - hit this week as temperatures dropped to the low 
20s in some areas, and weather report is “more of the same” 
through balance of the week. 

Citrus industry spokesmen say indications now are that “major 
damage” has not resulted from the freezing weather and that 
excellent Navel oranges will continue to be marketed from the 
Porterville and Tulare county area. 

Considerable crop damage appears to have occurred in the. 
relatively small cold, unprotected areas, and probably some 
damage in the warmer, protected groves. 

Percentage of crop and amount of dollar loss cannot be 
estimated for several days. z 


About 25 years ago the Porterville fair moved from its initial 
location on the Porterville High School grounds to the Rocky Hill 
arena and went “big time,” with directors setting up a controlled 
budget and estimated revenue figures that allowed for a “very nice 
profit.” 

But when the fair was over something had gone wrong: 
Expenses were high, revenue was low, and directors were looking 
at a deficit rather than a profit - with no money to pay the bills. 

A number of what might be called “soul searching” meetings 
were held with two alternates open to fair directors - call it quits, 
bail out the best way possible, and write off the Porterville fair as 
a bad deal, or move into the city, utilize the municipal ball park, 
and take another shot. hse 

The latter course was decided on, the entire southeastern Tulare 
county community rallied around - farmers, businessmen, 
professional people, and many fine wives and mothers - to create 
and develop over the years the present Porterville fair. 

Now, the fair faces another turning point - a turning point 
created primarily by growth of the community, by more and more 
participation by young people, and by increasing need for 
improved and enlarged facilities. 

So, just as fair directors jumped into ‘an impossible job” 25 


years ago, present directors are embarking on an ambitious 


program of fair facilities development. 

The 1976 program is “impossible” just as was the program 25 
years ago, but today, just as 25 years ago, the community has 
those folks who don’t know what impossible means when the fair 
is involved.
